Koussevitzky would be unable to justify aj 
recital on the contrabass, but when they 
heard his beautiful tone and became aware 
of his virtuosity they realized that a con- 
ductor may sometimes be a great performer. 
Stoessel gave us startling proof of this in 
his recent recital. There seemed to be no 
loss of technique, though one marvels at his 
ability to retain it, and he brings to his play- 
ing a breadth and artistic insight such as one 
might expect of a conductor, 

Stoessel’s tone is large, warm and s: ym- 

pathetic. He achieved great technical diffi- 
culties with such ease and smoothness as to 
disguise them totally. Only those few who 
knew what difficulties there really are, had 
any conception of Stoessel’s remarkable 
art, Furthermore, his stage appearance was 
entirely free of meaningless movement or 
mannerism, 
- Of outstanding beauty was the Brahms 
Sonata in A major, and Stoessel’s own 
“Falling Leaves.” The latter is a fine bit of 
impressionism, Mr. Stoessel added as en- 
cores, a “Berceuse” of his own, and some 
variations of Corelli, The Saint-Saens 
music was marred slightly by a not perfect 
coordination.

was made freeman and representative to 
the General Court. ;

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Will Ignorance Be Bliss? 

In a special article to The Boston 
Herald, H. F. Manchester discusses at 
length the latest book of Prof. Walter 
B. Pitkin of Columbia University, 
entitled “The Twilight of the American 
Mind.” It is not easy to agree with 
every thing that Prof. Pitkin writes 
about the decreasing value of the indi- 
vidual mind, but the work is replete 
with good points concerning American 
high pressure business methods. 

Prof. Pitkin points out that as time 
goes on system is gradually taking the 
place of the individual. There is not 
enough room at the top, he says, and 
the prospects are that there will be less 
and less. It stands to reason that it 
takes fewer good men to run a chain of 
twenty newspapers controlled from a 
central office than it would to man 
twenty independent newspapers. The 
same applies to chain stores, theatres, 
hotels and restaurants and mass-pro- 
duction factories. Incidentally, who 
knows but what the latter offers a 
partial solution for the depression in the 
cotton industry, the ownership of which 
is so widely scattered that not more than 
five per cent of the factories is owned by 
any one corporation. A more united 
front to hold against foreign competition 
might produce better results than small 
family quarrels and cut-throat competi- 
tion. 

Prof. Pitkin sums up his propositions 
as follows: 

“‘Give as much work as possible to 
machines and to System. Give as little 
as possible to men. 

“Never give to any man work which 
another man of less ability can do 
equally well, so far as the finished 
product is concerned. 

“The first half of this was realized 
and adopted many years ago. But only 
in the last few decades have industrial- 
ists attained full insight into the second 
half. It reverses all the doctrines of the 
sages and philosophers. They have 
urged that we should find the best 
possible man for each and every job; 
and they construed this as meaning 
that all working men should have the 
best possible native ability and educa- 
tion. Now we see that the best man fora 
job is he who is barely adequate to it. 

“The second proposition comes from 
modern psychology. It is the corner- 
stone of the new personnel manage- 
ment as well as of psychiatry. And like 
the first proposition, it is. double 
barreled. It runs thus: 

“A man who finds no adequate outlet 
for his strongest native capacities and 
for his special abilities is blocked, 
thwarted, and eventually upset. He 
becomes neurotic or simply apathetic 
or savagely rebellious. And he causes 
trouble to himself and to others until 
set right. 

“There are two kinds of such ma lad- 


justment. One arises from undertaking 
work which exceeds one’s capacities and 
abilities. The other arises from work 
which falls far short of the latter. The 
first usually causes overstrain, worry, 
and eventual collapse of some kind. 
The second causes irritation, anger, re- 
bellion, and a tendency to quit the job 
suddenly; or, in another type of person, 
it causes unpleasant reverie, which 
often becomes a sort of hysterical 
brooding over real or fancied troubles. 

“The industrialists are correct as to 
the first proposition. The psychologists 
are correct as to the second one. And 
the effects of the two in conjunction 
seem disastrous to our best minds.” 

He then goes on to discuss the prob- 
lem, “What can our best minds do 
with their best minds?” He explains 
what he means by “best minds”, de- 
scribing them as ‘the best one per cent 
of the entire population; and later 
makes it clear that “this does not mean 
that the best mind is the best human 
being, still less the completest person- 
ality.”” These people, he says, are the 
ones who will have to go begging if 
American machinery and system have 
their way. One of his best examples is 
the case of Henry Ford given as follows: 

“In the greatest industrial unit of all 
history, Henry Ford's world-wide chain 
of factories, mills and offices, 95 per 
cent of all workers are taught in a single 
day how to run their machines and 
handle tools. About 5 per cent are 
skilled craftsmen such as tool-makers, 
inspectors, mechanical engineers or 
designers. How many best minds are 
required? Certainly not more than .01 
per cent of the total payroll. For every 
10,000 workers Henry Ford may need 
one superior person, the best mind in a 
hundred, whose I.Q. (intelligence quo- 
tient) reaches 130 or higher. A billion- 
dollar business and 150,000 workers 
managed by a dozen or fifteen best 
minds!”" 

From this we gather that, according 
to Prof. Pitkin’s theory, the man with 
enough mechanical ability to learn the 
simple operation of turning a lever or 
giving a bolt a good thump with a 
hammer, has a 10,000 to 1 chance of 
getting a job over his less fortunate 
brother who has trained his mind to a 
high degree of efliciency. Compare this 
with the proportion of best minds in the 
country which has been given as one in 
a hundred.This makes the outlook very 
discouraging, and yet, there must be a 
great advantage is system. We feel that 
somehow or other business will adjust 
itself to correct this evil, if it is an evil, 
and as Mr, Manchester says, “* Perhaps 
by using their “best minds’, the class of 
which the professor writes can manage 
to oulguess the real world, which may, 
or may not, desire to cast them into the 
discard. Maybe it will not be necessary 
for mothers to pray that their boys will 
turn out to be dumb.”

have been artists who eschewed opera al- 
together. John McCormack, Evan Williams, 
Arthur Johnson—all great recital singers 
have never become opera tenors of distinc- 
tion. Johnson is now in opera and may prove 
an exception. 

Arthur Hackett has confined himself to 
the recital and has made a distinctive place 
for himself in the foremost ranks of contem- 
porary artists. He has made a careful study 
of the methods of great lyric tenors and has 
had the great good sense to know his own 
voice and its capabilities. He was born in 
Worcester of Irish parentage, studied in 
Boston with Hubbard and then went to 
Italy for further study. That he was able 
to sing with great success in Italy, where 
great tenors are born, proved at once that 
Hackett was a tenor of undoubted greatness. 
This early promise has been amply fulfilled 
during the subsequent years. 

Hackett has appeared with the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra no less than twenty- 
two times; he has toured with the Cleveland 
Symphony Orchestra under Sokoloff and 
sung with the Detroit Symphony Orchestra 
under Gabrilowitsch, the San Francisco 
Symphony Orchestra under Herz, and the 
Philadelphia Symphony Orchestra under 
Stokowski. Muck, Rabaud, Monteux, Kous- 
sevitzky, Stokowski, Gabrilowitsch, So- 
koloff, Herz, Stoessel and other conductors 
have paid tribute to his beautiful voice and 
splendid musicianship. 

But fine as he is with the glowing back- 
ground of a symphony orchestra, he is even 
greater in the intimacy of the recital. Hackett 
knows how to sing songs as few singers do.

Andover’s Water Supply : 


The nature of the forest growth about the 
shore of a pond used as a water su ly has 
been found to affect both the quality and 
amount of the water. Several towns have 
already begun a system of replanting, replac- 
ing deciduous trees with evergreens, Spending 
in some cases considerable sums of money to 
distinct advantage. 

Andover is fortunate in having an abund- 
ant supply of water with the shores of 
Haggett’s pond well under control and on 
some shores already clothed with a growth 
of pine. Conforming with suggestions made 
by the Chief Forester H. O. Cook, at the 
request of Superintendent Charles T, Gil. 
liard, a beginning has been made in clearing 
away hardwood trees and it is hoped in the 
spring to plant bare areas with seedling pines 

The letter from Mr. Cook is as follows: 

anuary 24, 16 
Board of Public Works, J es NLS 
Town Hall, 
Andover, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 

At the request of your superintendent, | 
have visited Haggett’s Pond and examined 
the belt of land around the shore which js 
controlled by the town. 

From the standpoint of protection to the 
water supply it is very desirable that all 
hardwood trees near the edge of the reservoir 
should be removed because they shed leaves 
in the water, These leaves get into the intake 
pipes and settling to the bottom, they, in 
time, discolor the water. 5 

On the other hand a belt of coniferous 
trees around a reservoir is a source of pro- 
tection because their needles do not get into 
the pond unless growing directly over it and 
they act as a screen to keep leaves and other 
undesirable material from blowing into the 
water,It seems to me therefore, that it should 
be the policy of the town to remove the hard 
wood trees especially the oaks and birches 
which are of little value and to encourage the 
growth of natural pines which are abundant 
and to plant young pines on such areas as are 
not supplied with natural stock. The area 
which appears to be most in need of such 
treatment is the north shore between the 
pond and old railroad bed. Here is a growth 
of scattered large pines and abundant young 
pines mixed with worthless birches and poor 
oaks and maples. This area will especially 
benefit by the removal of these poor hard- 
woods and their replacement by pines. 

The tree warden at the present time is 
cutting a few trees near the edge of the pond 
which are in danger of falling over into the 
water. This is all right and necessary, but a 
permanent clean-up of all the hardwood 
growth will be of lasting and greater benefit,

the very first importance.” 

An interesting summary of “Child I 
and Preventive Medicine” 
Brannick, M.D., was given by Mrs. William 
A. Trow. New Entland led all the rest in 
rejections by the draft board during the 
World War. Many and varied reasons were 
assigned why this was so, but it would be 
difficult to convince anyone who has close 
knowledge of Child Labor and a disinter- 
ested interest in the subject, that employ- 
ment during the years when skeleton and 
muscles were still not fully developed had 
not caused the physical condition responsible 
for draft rejectment. 

In these days of national prosperity and 
national satisfaction such subjects as Child 
Labor are not popular. It is always more 
comfortable to ignore disagreeable problems, 
and it is true the old time Child Labor 
problems no longer exists. But it is true 
also, that millions of children still work, that 
we know very little of their fitness for the 
work they undertake, and practically 
nothing of their condition while at work. 

One of the main conclusions of a detailed 
study of “The Child Laborer” by Mrs. 
Helen T. Wooley is that it is the mentally 
inferior child who tends to leave school as 
soon as the law permits. The proponents of 
Child Labor, therefore, argue that all is as it 
should be: the mentally inferior child can 
learn nothing further in school and so should 
be allowed the privilege of going to work at 
fourteen. As he is likely also to be physicall 
inferior it would seem that the child wit 
the double handicap is expected to begin 
his industrial fight prematurely because he 
is handicapped. 

Dr. Brannick declares in conclusion that 
“The age at which children should leave 
school for work should be determined by 
the period at which the inferior group com- 
pletes the years of rapid mental and hysical 
growth, and sixteen seems the age, justified 
on this ground.” 

The peak of juvenile delinquency is placed 
by the statisticians between fifteen and 
seventeen years. It is, perhaps, significant 
that this period also makes the peak of 
disillusionment for the young worker. In 
our modern way of life, the use of leisure 
time has become about as important as the 
job. What training for one or the other has 
the boy of fourteen who leaves the sixth 
grade for an errand or factory job? Witha 
sense of defeat in his attitude toward work, 
with no guidance in the use of the leisure 
that so often occurs in generous measures 
in the child worker’s job, it is natural 
that the Juvenile Courts should find a close 
relation between Child Labor and delin- 
quency.

What of sewing, cooking, 
Why should these be taught in school? For 
one reason, because the Bote is changing. 
It is no longer the education center that it 
once was. There girls formerly learned to 
cook and to sew, to handle the routine of a 
home so that as wives and mothers they, 
in their turn, would be able to undertake 
the responsibilities of their own homes. 
Boys learned to carpenter, to do odd jobs 
around the house. There is, without doubt, 
some of this still, but in general the home has 
lost much of its educational value, just as 
it has lost much of its social value, Something 
must make up for this loss, and what else 
but the school is to do it? How well the school 
is doing it those who visited the remarkable 
exhibition in Punchard hall last spring 
can_ testify. 

There is another reason for such courses 
and for the vocational course which is one 
of the electives in the eighth grade already 
referred to. That is that the personnel 
of the seventh and eighth grades has under- 
gone a change in the past few years. In 1921 
the Commonwealth passed a law requiring 
all boys and girls between the age of fourteen 
and sixteen to remain in school unless em- 
ployed in some gainful occupation. These 
pupils thus compelled to remain in school 
are just the ones to whom the regular courses 
make little appeal and for whom they are ill 
adapted. They are not going on to further 
education; they are going to quit school just 
as soon as they can, Out of the 215 pupils 
now at Stowe school, 89 are fourteen years 
old or more—41 per cent of the total en- 
rollment; most of them are in the slower 
sections. Many of them would not be inschool 
were they not compelled by law to remain. 
Their presence constitutes a real problem. 

A study of the enrollment of our Andover 
schools shows that of all the pupils who enter 
the seventh and eighth grades only about 
one-half go on to college, commercial and 
agricultural schools, and the like. Further, 
only one and one-half per cent of the lowest 
quarter of the seventh, eighth, and ninth 
years graduate from high school. Now, what 
shall be done for these pupils? 

Education should be education for life, 
not just for the life of the colleges, but fos 
the life of the ecommunity and for the life 
of each person init. We are under obligation 
to these pupils to fit them for life, just as 
truly as weare under obligation to the pupils 
who are going to college and to graduate 
school. 

But that education must be different, It 
must be something that will fit their interests, 
their capabilities, their expectations—some- 
thing practical that will awaken their am- 
bition and that will be a help to them to 
become self-sustaining members of the 
community. That something finds its answer 
in part in such courses as these we are speak- 
ing of—cooking, sewing, manual training, 
vocational training; in part in special sec- 
tions that will make possible more real 
progress. But for the proper conduct of such 
work there are not suitable accommodations. 

It may be noted that there is no indication 
that this law will be removed from the statute 
books. On the contrary, there is now before 
the legislature a bill to require all boys and 
girls, between the ages of fourteen and six- 
teen, whether or not engaged in gainful 
occupation, to remain in school half time. 

One more matter may be touched on 
briefly. The mechanical age has greatly 
increased the time we may devote to things 
outside of our regular work. The welfare of 
the individual and of the community is 
concerned with how we spend that leisure. 
In music, in drawing—well established 
courses—and in the clubs the schools are 
trying to meet this problem by opening to 
the pupil new fields of interest. 

Only an hour a week is given to the clubs, 
so they must be not stressed unduly, but a 
word about them may be interesting. The 
other day I went to the picture club, where 
the teacher was showing prints of celebrated 
paintings—“The Horse Fair]’’, ‘The 
Mill” —pointing out features of the pictures, 
telling of the painters; into the bird club, 
where the appearance and habits of the 
redstart were under consideration. I went 
into the Know-Your-Own-Town club and 
found them locating Andover with respect 
to surrounding towns and the trunk lines of 
communication which pass through:it. And 
there seemed a gentle irony in the fact that 
the Know-Your-Own-Town club was meeting 
in a dark, unheated corner of the open attic. 
There was no other place to go, There are no 
rooms particularly adapted to the use of 
these clubs in Stowe school. 


The education of today is not the educa- 
tion of thirty-two years ago It is better. It 
is broader in its ‘scope; it opens a wider 
range of interests and activities, It is more 
intimately related to the inclinations and to 
the needs of the individual pupils than the 
old education was. It realizes that the 
interests of pupils, the capabilities of pupils, 
the expectations of pupils differ, and instead 
of cramming a certain amount of this and 
that down alike, it tries to make an appeal 
to each pupil that will arouse him or her 
to prepare for that life that will be his or 
hers to live. More truly than the education 
of a former day, it is education for life. 

Stowe school was built thirty-two years 
ago. In the past thirty-two years many 
changes have taken place ~changes in our 
means of transportaiton, our means of 
communication, our whole social and economic 
structure, Life is a very different thing from 
what it was in 1897. And our education has 
been trying to keep pace with this changing 
life. If education does not, what good is it? 
How much longer in Andover are we going

House Heating Experiments Important 


“Up to the present time household heat- 
ing has been ireety monopolized by coal, 
oil, and gas. Experiments are going on, 
however, to find ways of heating houses 
economically by electricity. While still in 
the experimental stage it is, nevertheless, of 
interest to note that a practical system of 
storing electric current in the form of hot 
water has been devised. The plan is to utilize 
the night hours when the power load is at a 
minimum, and advan’ us service rates 
can be given, to heat insulated tanks of 
water for use in heating. Such installations 
have already been made in sixteen residences 
in a Middle Western city. The electric 
Peres company agrees to heat in this way 
YY specific contract guaranteeing minimum 
house temperatures of 60° durin eight 
hours of the night and 70° even in zero 
weather, during sixteen hours of the day. 
Progress in house insulation as well as in 
insulation of such tanks may make this 
practical for general use in the future. At 
any rate, it is a development worth watching 
and one of tremendous importance to the 
electric industry if adopted on a large scale. 


Rail Electrification Large Potential 
Market 

“Aside from the outlets for electric ex- 
pansion mentioned above, I have recently 
seen marked progress toward electrification 
of the raileoade: Relative to this question an 
announcement of the Pennsylvania that it 
is to spend $100,000,000 in electrifying its 
line from New York to Wilmington is ve 
significant. An enormous demand for electric 
power will thereby be created. Of course, 
this project cannot be fully completed durin 
the present year, but the next few years wil

Carrots ‘are a good source of vitamins, if 
oe quickly or grated raw in a vegetable 
salad. 


Paint or varnish spatters on glass may be 
dissolved with turpentine oralcohol orrubbed 
off with a dull knife.

Public Relations of Greatest Importance 


“The most important thing necessary 
to the future success of the electric light and 
power industry, and for all other public 
utilities, is a friendly attitude on the part 
of the public. The physical equipment and 
the potential market for its services, great 
as they are, would be of little avail if the 
public were hostile. This was proved in the 
case of the railroads thirty years ago. The 
men at the head of the electric power and 
light industries in this country generally 
have shown high ideals of public service. 
There are criticisms, some of them probably 
justified, of unfair financial arrangements in 
connection with the formation of certain 
holding companies, However, these abuses 
have been brought to:light wherever they 
have occurred. 

“Political propaganda against electrical 
power and light interests does not have 
much to feed on when the industry can point 
to constant lowering of service rates to the 
consumers. In the past six or seven years 
rate cuts in.the United States by electric 
companies have totaled more than $500,000, 
000. Electric service is one of the very few 
items in the cost of living that is lower than 
it was before the War. If the public utility 
managements give full information regard- 
ing their activities to the public in a truthful, 
unprejudiced, and unbiased manner, ad- 
verse legislation is not to be feared. Sus- 
Picion thrives only in the dark. A true spirit 
of fair dealing and honesty has nothing to 
conceal.

Never 
draw off the bluing water, leaving the clothes 
in the washer or tub; this may streak them.
